been pending for over three years. Pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .702(b), the term of the 
patent issuing from this application should be extended because the U.S. Patent 
Office failed to issue a patent within three years after the date on which the 
appUcation was filed under 35 USC 1 1 1(a).
